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Causes Death of More Than a Score 


on the Southern Pacific. 
Colton, Col., March 
29.—A 
disas­ 
trous wreck on th* Southern Pacific 
occurred a mile and a half cast of this 
town shortly after 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, when westbound train No. 
' 9, from New Orleans for San F ran­ 
cisco, ran Into an open switch while 
going at the rute of forty miles an 
hour, and ten of the fourteen roaches 
were 
derailed. 
Twenty-six 
people, 
were killed and the death list may 
yet total ranch higher, as the injured 
num bered about 100, many of whom 
will die. 
| 
The wrecked coaches were hurled 
in every direction. 
Four of them were 
sm ashed into splinters. 
Most of the 
• dead were Italians from New York 
and New Orleans. 
They occupied the 
sm oker and day coach. 
The injured 
were carried to this city in vehicles 
of ail sorts, and the Colton hospital 
was 
quickly 
tilled 
to 
its 
rapacity. 
Many were then taken to the Presby­ 
terian church 
and 
to 
private resi­ 
dences. 
But two Americans are known to 
have been killed, although several of 
those am ong the injured will undoubt­ 
edly die. 
George L. Sharp of Muncle, 
Ind., was instantly killed. 
The bag­ 
gagem an of the train was also killed. 
Engineer 
Clarence 
E. 
W ormington 
and Firem an Victor Crebb both jum p­ 
ed and were caught in tb *• wreckage. 
They were both terribly burned and 
scalded. 
John Golden, the train eon 
ductor, was in the Pullman section of 
the train and escaped injury. 
Most of the injured were passen­ 
gers in three tourist sleepers, which 
were almost entirely demolished In 
the crash. 
These with the baggage 
and express ears formed an unrecog­ 
nizable m ass of wreckage. 
Out of about eighty Pullman pas­ 
sengers there were but two who sus­ 
tained serious Injury. 
The three Pull­ 
m an coaches and the diner, which 
were on the rear of the train, did not 
leave the track. 
The occupants of 
these cars were practically unharmed. 
All of the dead ar* men with the ex­ 
ception of one Italian woman. 
Sharp, 
who was Instantly killed, was on his 
way to Los Angeles to Join his wife. 
The derailm ent of th e train was 
caused by the crew of a switch en­ 
gine leaving a switch open at this 
point.
